“We wanted diversity,’ said 
Gilltiand. 

Program participants did 
more than just learn about lead- 
ership. They actually went out 
and took the lead in a series of 
community projects. They were 
divided into four groups, each of 
which had to design, implement 
and present a community serv- 
ice project of their choosing.

Filtering unit to protect AuSable River 


The city of Grayling, last 
week, reached an important 
milestone in the continuing 
effort to keep one of the nation’s 
premier trout fishing and canoe- 
ing streams clean for this and 
future generations. 

On Thursday, contractors 
used a crane to install the final 
of seven Vortechnic units, or oil- 
grease separators, in downtown 
Grayling. 

The Vortechnic units work by 
filtering out otls and sediments 
from rainwater runoff, allowing 
cleaner water to flow into the 
river. 

The installation of the 
Vortechnic unit means that 
Grayling has addressed al! nine 
major outfalls of stormwater 
into the river through different 
Best Management Practices 
(BMPs), or actions like the 
Vortechnic units, detention 
ponds or rain gardens that filter 
and absorb polluted runoff from 
a neighborhood south of down- 
town. 

These BMPs are part of the 
Grayling Stormwater Project, a 
pilot project by the State of 
Michigan and the City of 
Grayling to improve the water 
quality of the AuSable River, 
meaning cleaner, colder water 
for trout and a more beautiful 
river for canoeing and other 
recreation, 

The Grayling Stormwater 
Project provides an example for 
how communities in Michigan 
can take the initiative to manage 
their stormwater and protect 
their resources before pollution 
becomes impossible to remedi- 
ate. 

The collaborative efforts of 
state and city officials, recre- 
ational groups, and active indi- 
viduals like Grayling 
Stormwater Project Committce 
Chairman Steve Southard have 
created a legacy of environmen- 
tal action that will impact future 
generations of tourists, anglers 
and Michigan residents.

Grayling residents urged 
to follow burn regulations

Trying to figure out what qual- 
ifies as a friendly campfire and 
what needs a buming permit can 
be a tricky proposition. With 
both state law and city ordinances 
offering their own rules, knowing 
when it is okay to burn can be dif- 
ficult. 

In order, to de-mystify all the 
rules and regulations, The 
Avalanche has gone straight to 
the source just in time for the 
summer campfire season. 

State law is probably the best 
place to begin. According to Paul 
Kollmeyer, the fire prevention 
specialist for the Department of 
Natural Resources, citizens gen- 
erally do not need a burning per- 
mit for fires that are defined as 
“cooking fires and = warming 
fires.” These are commonly 
called “recreational fires.” 

Citizens may have these sorts 
of small fires on their own prop- 
erty and even on state Jand. 
However, individuals at public 
campgrounds are legally required 


to use the fire rings that are pro- 
vided at those sites. 

“If they are camping, people 
can have these recreational fires 
without a burning permit,” said 
Kollmeyer. 

While it may come as a sur- 
prise to some that it is legal to 
maintain a campfire on undevel- 
oped state land, Kollmeyer 
reminds citizens that they take 
full legal responsibility for every 
fire they start. 

“Fire ts a tool...you can’t be 
careless with it,” said Kollmeyer. 

Grayling Fire Chief Russell 
Strohpaul provided additional 
details on local) and state regula- 
tions. 

Burning within city timits is 
strictly prohibited except for in a 
small stone pit for cooking pur- 
poses only. Burning leaves or 
garbage is not allowed. If neigh- 
bors are offended by the smoke, 
the resident is required to put the 
fire out. 

Outside the city limits in 
Grayling Township, reasonable 
sized cainpfires are allowed, but 


Strohpaul reminds citizens that-a 
permit is required for brush fires 
during the summer months. It is 
also illegal under all circum- 
stances to burn any building 
materials, including parts of 2x4s, 

Also, when there is a statewide 
burning ban in effect, it is illegal 
to burn anywhere under any cir- 
cumstance. Burning bans are not 
totally uncommon, as Michigan 


just had one in May 2006. If 
there has been a dry, warm spell, 


pay attention to local news broad- 
casts to find out if a burning. ban 
has been implemented. 

These laws exist primarily in 
the interest of safety. Kollmeyer 
and Strohpaul both had plenty of 
suggestions about enjoying recre- 
ational fires safely. 

“Around Michigan, it takes a 
few days after a rain fall for it to 
dry up,” said Kollmeyer. 

This means that the safest time 
to enjoy a recreational campfire is 
often within a few days of a rain 
storm. Paying attention to weath- 
er conditions ts crucial. 

“Wind is a big player in fires 


around said 
Kollmeyer. 

He also urged citizens to be 
safe and smart in actually build- 
ing the fire. 

“You certainly don’t want to 
build a fire any bigger than you 
need it to be,” satd Kollmieyer. 

Also, be sure to clear any and 
all vegetation around the fire pit 
area, Material for the purpose of 
suppressing the fire (including 
water or dirt) should be on hand 
and within easy reach.

emphasized that the number one 
key to fire safety is never to leave 
a fire unattended. When putting a 
fire out, be sure to do a thorough 
job, using water and = dirt. 
Kollmeyer recommends dousing 
the entire fire pit with water 
twice. 

Lastly, Strohpaul said that if a 
fire should get out of hand, it is 
necessary to call 9EI right away. 
Making the call without delay 
will allow the fire department to 
react quickly, which may ulti- 
mately prevent disaster. 


Land bought for satellite fire station

The Gtayling Township Board, 
last week, moved forward with a 
plan to purchase property for a 
future substation for the fire 
department.

deputy treasurer for the county. 

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright said the township 
has long term plans to build a 
substation tor the fire depart- 
ment.

Wright said he plans on work- 
ing on a master plan with 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department firefighters over the 
next couple of months, address- 
ing needs for the next 10 to 15 
years.

‘Fighting for Freedom’ Armed Forces Day 


Today marks the 57th Armed 
Forces Day, recognizing the value 
and strength of our Armed Forces: 
the Army, the Marine Corps, the 
Navy, the Coast Guard, and the Air 
Force. Today, we honor all mem- 

.. bers of our Armed Forces. As an 
.. Airmen, I want to take’ this. time 
“for special attention to my fellow 
Airmen---in the air and on the 
ground, fighting for freedom, on 
all fronts. 

In 1949, then Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson announced 
the creation of an Armed Forces 
Day, replacing the separate service 
days. This day signified the unifi- 
cation of the Armed Forces under 
one department—the Department 
of Defense. Prior to the creation 
of a unified department, however, 
our armed forces learned the true 
meaning of unity during World 
War II with the success of the 
Tuskegee Airmen. These dedicat- 
ed and determined men became 
America’s first African American 
military airmen as members of the 
Amy Air Corps. This year marks 
the 65th Anniversary of their first 
aviation cadet class graduation in 
1942. Five men, of the original 
thirteen, fought overt bigotry to 
successfully complete the training; 
and these five men set the prece- 
dent for the 989 men that were to 
follow in their footsteps over the 
next four years. This past March, 
President George W. Bush, the 
United States Congress, and mem- 
bers of the U.S. Air Force and 
Army honored these great men for 
their accomplishments and their 
service to our great nation, 

The first Armed Forces Day, cel- 
ebrated on Saturday, May 20, 
1950, carne at a time of increased

world tensions, political volatility, 
and communist aggression. 


Today, we find ourselves in anoth- . 


er tumultuous period of time in the 
world, battling threats of terror- 
ism, sectarian violence, weapons 
of mass’ destruction, and military 


and technological expansion of 


countries’ Competing with ‘U.S. 
influence on the world stage. 
Despite these challenges, our 
Armed Forces remain on the front 
lines with courage and determina- 
tion. 

Exactly two months ago, on 
March 19th, we marked the fourth 
anniversary of Operation Iraqi 
Freedom. With lightning speed, 
our fighting forces swept toward 
Baghdad aided by our unprece- 
dented satellite and other real-time 
intelligence and by our well- 
known ability to put bombs direct- 
ly on target.

While trying to deliver much- 
needed reinforcements and sup- 
plies to soldiers in Fallujah, his 
helicopter came under heavy fire 
from insurgents hidden in ditches 
below. Capt. Prather’s skill and 
determination allowed him to 
dodge hostile fire, from two direc- 
tions, in a disabled aircraft. In a 
helicopter riddled with bullets, no 
right engine cover, and damaged 
rotor blades, Capt. Prather was 
able to successfully deliver the 
provisions to Fallujah and safely 
return his crew of 14 to Baghdad. 
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None of Capt. Prather’s crew were 
injured on the mission. 

In addition to working jointly 
with the other armed services and 
the Iraqi forces, our Airmen pro- 
vide some of the best medical care 
in the world. Our Air Force med- 
ical teams are treating the wound- 


* ed—military ‘and’ civilian alike. 


They are providing some of the 
most advanced medical care avail- 
able, and they’re doing it very near 
the front lines. Our aeromedical 
evacuation teams have perfected 
techniques for transporting criti- 
cally injured patients to hospitals 
in Germany and stateside in record 
time. The result is a survival rate 
unmatched in any previous con- 
flict. 

These achievements happen not 
only on foreign soil, but at home 
as well. In 2005, Airmen rushed to 
offer aid to the evacuees and vic- 
tims of Hurricanes Katrina and 
Rita in the Gulf Coast region. 
They delivered meals, water, and 
medical supplies. Most important- 
ly, bases offered their capability to 
conduct search-and-rescue mis- 
sions throughout the region. 
Guardsmen ‘and reservists, our 
“citizen Airmen,” labored side-by- 
side with their active-duty counter- 
parts, working security, aircraft 
maintenance, communications, 
civil engineering, and dozens of 
other specialties. At home and 
abroad, Airmen have been there in 
times of need, and every day 
Airmen are finding ways to 
enhance their ability to protect and 
serve America. 

We set aside today as the day we 
support our Armed Forces, inciud- 
ing our Airmen, as we continue to 
carry out our assigned missions. 
Those missions include supporting 
the Iraqi people and their armed 
forces in their battle with insur- 
gents, so that a free and stable gov- 
ernment can take root and survive. 

This fight is not just the conflict 
in Iraq and Afghanistan—it’s the 
fight to save lives through our 
humanitarian relief operations, it’s 
the fight to dissuade and deter our 
adversaries, and it’s the fight to 
provide for the strategic defense of 
our country now and in the future, 

All across the nation, thirteen 
stripes and fifty stars soar high in 
the sky: the banner of freedom; our 
flag. For centuries, our Armed 
Forces, including men and women 
in flight, have fought valiantly to 
protect this banner. Today, the 
fight continues. Today, we take a 
vow of unity,in the interests of 
security and peace. Today, we say, 
“Thank you,” to all the members 
of our Armed Forces that are fight- 
ing for freedom.

May i is Lyme Disease 
Awareness Month in Michigan 


Before venturing out this sum- 
mer make sure you take some 
precautions against Lyme dis- 
ease. Lyme Disease and other 
diseases can be transmitted 
through the bite of an infected 
tick. Ways you can protect your 
family this summer: 

Wear light-colored clothing. 
This allows you to spot ticks 
more easily, 

Wear a hat and long-sleeved 


shirts into pants and pants into 
socks. 

Use an insect repellent: with 
DEET on exposed skin. 


When hiking, stay in the mid- 


dle of the trails, and try to avoid 
underbrush, fallen ces and tall 
grass. 

Always perform a tick check 
when returning in from outdoors 
or when outdoors for extended 
periods of time. 

If you do find a tick, use a pair 
of fine-pointed tweezers, grasp 
the tick as close to the skin as 
possible and pull gently and 


Tuck your’ clothes in, . 


slowly, but firmly until tick 
releases, this may take several 
tries. Avoid crushing or killing 
the tick while it is still attached 
to the skin. Once the tick is 
removed clean the area with an 
antiseptic, such as alcohol. 
Lyme Disease may cause 
symptoms such as a rash which 
only appears in about 68 percent 


_ of cases and not necessarily at 


the bite ‘site. Other symptoms 


that, may. appear, are. flu-like | 


symptoms such as fever, muscle 
aches, joint pain, headaches, 
fatigue or weakness. Symptoms 
can appear days or weeks after a 
tick bite. If gone untreated, 
Lyme Disease can lead to severe 
heart, neurological, eye and joint 
problems because the bacteria 
can affect many different organs 
and organ systems.

Probe pending for 
suicide of jail inmate

Wakefield said that correc- 
tions officers had done periodic 
checks on Gugin throughout the 
night, but did not discover that 
he was dead until they tried to 
wake him up for breakfast. 

“There was no doubt that he 
was determined to take his own 
life,” Wakefield said. 

Gugin had been held in the 
Crawford County Jail on a 
$500,000 bond since Feb. 16, 
2007, when he was charged 
with a dozen felony charges 
linked to assaulting and hold- 
ing a womar captive in her 
home and firing a shotgun at a 
man who tried to come to her 
aide. 

Gugin was facing life or any 
number of years in prison for a 
charge of assault with intent to 
murder, He faced up to 10 years 
in prison for five counts of 


assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder. 
Gugin had been bound over to 
Crawford County Circuit Court 
for a jury trial and a final status 
conference for his case was 
scheduled for June 4. 

Jim Youngblood, president 
for Midwest Claims Service, the 
insurance carrier for Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office, said 
that jail personnel followed all 
policies and procedures. 

G. Gus Morris, an attorney 
representing the insurance com- 
pany, said details about Gugin's 
death will be released once the 
state police probe is completed. 

“We don’t want one agency 
investigating itself so there 
should be an independent inves- 
tigator,” Morris said. “This was 
an unfortunate incident, but was 
not the result of anything done 
by the jail personnel.”

The program has existed 
since the 1970s and includes 
segments on fire safety, making 
911 calls, traffic safety, team- 
building and much more. The 
Junior Deputy Rodeo, which is 
the program’s yearly culmina- 
tions, features community vol- 
unteers from various local safe- 
ty and service organizations 
giving the kids some hands-on 
training. 

“Hopefully what we teach 
them could help them down the 
road,” said Schnoor, 

Although the program has 
existed for decades, the 
Sheriff's Department has been 
careful to keep up with the 
times. Schnoor noted that com- 
puter and internet safety is now 
a key part of the program. 

“That’s real important,” 
Schnoor. 

The big new addition to the 
program for this year was a 
forensics course offered by the 
Grayling Crime Lab, headed by 
forensics expert John Lucey. 

“T simulated what we call a 
dig,” said Lucey. 

Students were required to 
sort through dit to find evi- 
dence. When they uncovered 
something of importance, par- 
ticipants worked together as a 
team to bag and document the 
evidence. 

“Kind of like an archeologi- 
cal expedition, but more like a 
forensic expedition, if you 
will.” said Lucey. ; 

Although elementary age 
kids may not necessarily find 
themselves digging through 
sand for discarded bullets on a 
daily basis, it gave kids a taste 
of what a career in forensics is 
like. The station emphasized

skills in math, science, problem 
solving and even social studies, 
making it worthwhile even for 
those who are not interested in 
a forensics career. Working 
together was also key. 

“It was all...teamwork and 
team-building,” said Lucey. 

While the Grayling Crime 
Lab offered something new, 
many tried and true presenta- 
tions were present and as popu- 
lar as ever. Kids had the bene- 
fit of learning safety, ‘teamwork 
and other life saving skills in a 
way that was sure to leave a 
lasting impression. 

“Not to mention the contact 
with law enforcement...letting 
them get to know (us),” said 
Schnoor. 

At the end of the day, there 
was an indoor ceremony where 
junior deputies received their 
honorary badges and certifi- 
cates of program completion. 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield com- 
mented on the continued suc- 
cess of the prograin in his 
address to the graduating class 
and their parents, saying “we 


- haye just tried to expand on it. 


Make it bigger and better.” 

He offered a message that 
suggested great faith in the pro- 
gram’s graduates, 

“These boys and girls will 
soon be men and women. They 
are our future...if they carry it 
on for the rest of their lives, 
we'll have a better world.” 


During the graduation ceremony, students raised 
their right hand and swore to fellow the junior deputy kK 
code. Event staff emphasized that the skills they 
learned will be useful throughout their lives.

School bands seeking instruments

The band program has been a 
popular extracurricular activity 
at both the Grayling High School 
and Grayling Middle School for 
decades. With some help from 
the community, organizers are 
hoping to make the program big- 
ger and more inclusive than ever 
in time for the Fall 2007 semes- 
ter. 

“We want to give any child a 
chance to explore band,” said 
Band Booster President Shirley 
Curriston. 

In order to make this goal a 
reality, the Band Booster Club is 
calling for community members 
to donate any used instruments 
that they may be willing to part 
with. 

“I know the school doesn’t 
have any money for instru- 
ments,” said Curriston, 

Students who wish to partici-

In other cases, there 
may be students who are interest- 
ed in trying band but do not want 
to invest in an instrument before 
they know if they are committed. 
Having extra instruments on 
hand ensures that everyone gets a 
chance to explore band. 

“There’s no way we want a kid 
to not be in band because of an 
instrument,” said Curriston. 

The need for extra instruments 
is especially pressing this year 
because school officials hope to 
reintroduce fifth grade band, 
which has not existed at Grayling 
schools for over a decade. 
Officials believe that there is now 
sufficient interest to expand once 
again. 

“It’s been a growing band pro- 
gram for years,’ said Matt 
Bishop, band director for 
Grayling Middle School and 
Grayling High School. 

Bishop has been doing all he 


can to keep students involved, 
including letting them borrow his 
own instruments. 

“T have two clarinets that are 
being used by students right 
now,” said Bishop. 

Bishop agrees that donated 
instruments are vital to the pro- 
gram. 

“There’s always a need for 
instruments,” said Bishop. 

He added that helping 
Grayling school bands is in 
everyone’s best interest. 

“We want to keep the positive 
momentum of doing well for our 
community,” said Bishop. 

This includes providing music 
at sporting events and parades. 
Members of the Grayling High 
School band who are part of the 


. Tri-M Music Honor Society will 


even be removing trash along- 
side the I-75 Business Loop as 
part of a community service proj- 
ect. 

Perhaps most importantly, 
Bishop feels strongly that being 


in band is beneficial to the over- 
all lives of students who partici- 
pate. 

“Students have stepped for- 
ward to be section leaders, which 
teaches them Jeadership skills for 
anything they do in life,” said 
Bishop. 

He said it also helps students 
to work within deadlines and 
show confidence in group situa- 
tions. The results can be seen in 
the high percentage of band par- 
ticipants who graduate at the top 
of their class. 

“Last year we had five of the 
top 10,” said Bishop. 

As the mother of four students 
who have been in band, 
Curriston agrees. 

“It has helped them, I think, in 
their schooling,” said Curriston. 
“There (are) a lot of outside 
opportunities available to them 
because of band.”
